PLAYGROUND EXPANSION 


The usual $750 for playground work at the 
playstead, to be expended under a committee 
of three to be appointed by the moderator, is 
included in a special article, and in addition 
there is an article asking $1,000 for play- 
ground work and equipment at Ballardvale 
and Shawsheen village. This was decided 
on at a meeting Monday evening. 

An appropriation of $1075 for a tap re- 
corder at the Central station and an alarm 
box at the Shawsheen school is also included. 

The town will be asked to accept the Emma 
Lincoln legacy of $300 for the library and an 
additional $300, the income of which is to be 
spent for purposes for which the A. V. I. S. 
was formed. The real estate in Andover of 
Martina A. Gage of Lowell has also been left 
to the town, and this will be up for accept- 
ance, 

The town will be asked to approve a site 
for a burial ground on the St. Franciscan 
property in West Andover. 

Another article would authorize the select- 
men to sell, after due notice, the property 
taken by the town on tax titles. 

An article, similar to one of last year with- 
out including an expense allowance, would 
have the meeting appoint a committee of 
five to investigate the procedure and cost of 
installing a municipal light, heat and power 
plant and to report at the next town meeting. 


ARTICLES NOT YET FILED 


Four more water extensions will probably 
be included in the warrant, but they have not 
yet been filed. One would go from River road 
down Brundett avenue to the home of Jacob 
Shlakis at a cost of about $4,000. Another 
would continue the one mentioned last week 
from the Kearns property on Haggetts Pond 
road to the Hardy property. 

Two articles have been filed for a Green- 
wood road extension. One would go from 
Lowell street along Greenwood to High Plain 
road, and the other article would extend it 
from there to the property of J. H. Bourdelais 
on Greenwood road. 


The Greenwood road extension to High 
Plain road would service one house, three 
people, and some poultry at a cost of $13,375, 
and it would be an additional fee to the 
West District. The other Greenwood road 
article would join the new one from the 
corner of High Plain road up to an old one 
which ends at the home of Mr. Bourdelais, 
thus creating a loop up there. The cost of the 
additional extension would be $11,450, and it 
would service seven houses, 24 persons, 31 
animals and some poultry. Charles Muller is 
the petitioner. 

The Shlakis extension, serving one family, 
four persons, 28 animals and poultry would 
cost $4,000. Thomas Frain, Jr., is the peti- 
tioner. 

The extension from Kearn’s to Frederick 
Hardy’s would cost $15,360, 

The new B. P. W. truck for the water de- 
partment would cost $1200. 

The sum of $9000 will be asked to com- 
plete the River road job, and it would be 


used at the discretion of the Board of Public | 


Works with any money the state and county 
may allot.

Auditor Reports 
Permits Illegal 


Interim Zoning Ordinance Vio- 
lated in Six Instances, He 
Reports 

A total of six permits were issued in disre- | 
gard of the interim zoning ordinance of 1927, 
according to the findings of Atty. John L. 
Hannan of Swampscott, appointed last fall | 
by the State Supreme Court as the auditor in 
the case of George MacIntosh of Wakefield 
against the selectmen. Three of the four per- 
mits questioned by MacIntosh in his petition 
for a writ of mandamus were issued legally, 
however, Atty. Hannan reported, only the 
Ryall permit being issued in contravention of 
the by-law. Five others not questioned in the | 
petition the auditor found were illegal. 

The report is merely on the facts of the} 
case. These facts will be taken as final by the | 
court, which will decide on the very import- 
ant question of constitutionality of the in- 
terim ordinance. In the event that the law is! 
found constitutional, MacIntosh will win his 
case on the Ryall permit and the Supreme | 
Court will issue a mandamus requiring the | 
selectmen to revoke that permit. As far as 
MacIntosh’s own personal case is concerned, 
he will lose that, since the establishment of 
the constitutionality of the by-law will make 
it necessary for him to secure the written 
consent of three-fourths of the owners of land 
within 500 feet of his property in Shawsheen 
square, and this consent would not be forth- 
coming in all probability. If the law were 
declared unconstitutional, he would lose on 
his petition for a writ of mandamus, but he 
would win the right to build pretty much as | 
he wanted on that lot. | 

Atty. Hannan found that the following 
permits questioned by MacIntosh were 
issued legally: Luke Collins, Williams’ Dairy, 
and Rep, Louis Scanlon. These properties he 
said were business land and did not need the 
assent of the other property-owners. In addi- 
tion to the Ryall permit he found that the 
following five permits on then non-business 
land were issued without hearing and without | 
the written assent of the adjoining property- 
owners: W. J. Sneider, Sidney White, W. F. | 
Barron, Thomas Bredbury, and Robert 
Sawyer. The permits were issued directly by 
the building inspector. 

The question of constitutionality revolves 
on the following point as brought out in the 
report: 

In this connection the question is pre 
sented whether an ordinance which consti- | 
tutes each separate parcel a district or zone in | 
and of itself is in conformity with that provi- | 
sion of the enabling act which provides that 
the city or town “may be divided into dis- 
tricts or zones, This I take to be a question of 
law not for me to decide.”

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Street Railway Gives 
Five-Cent Fare Trial 


Trustees Vote for Ninety-Day Trial Between Shaw- 
sheen Village and Town Hall — Committee Had 


It Monday 


A five-cent fare between Shawsheen square 
and the Andover town hall was established 
Wednesday afternoon at a meeting of the 
board of trustees of the Eastern Massachu- 
setts Street Railway. The fare will be tried 
out for a ninety-day period, and if successful 
will be continued; if the company loses on it, 
however, the old fare will be reestablished. 

On Monday a committee consisting of J. 
Augustus Remington, Elmer J. Grover, 
Everett D. Burton and J. Louis Smith visited 
Vice-President I’, A. Cummings of the Street 
Railway, and again presented the case which 
| they had presented to him last spring. Mr 
| Cummings informed the committee, which 
represented the Andover Service club, that 
he had had another check-up made on the 
traffic between the two points. The check-u 
was made on a Saturday, a Sunday, both 
days of special traffic conditions, and on a 
Monday, a day of normal traffic. He was at 
that time waiting for the count. At his re- 
quest the count was sent to him Tuesday, and 
at the meeting of the trustees he presented 
the report with the recommendation that the 
five-cent fare be established. 

The trustees extended the ride to the town 
hall rather than the square. On the trip from 
Andover to the village a ten cent round trip 
ticket must be purchased, because the 
operators would have no means of knowing 
who, getting on at Andover, paid a nickel and 
who paid a dime. On the trip from Shawsheen 
to Andover a five-cent fare will be charged 
without the necessity of buying the two-way 
ticket. 

The trial, according to District Manager 
Garfield S, Chase in a telephone conversation 
with the Townsman yesterday morning, will 
start next Sunday. 

The decision to grant the fare reduction 
naturally cancelled the article asking the 
selectmen to request a reduction which had 
been filed for insertion in the annual warrant. 
Mr. Remington formally withdrew it yester- 
day afternoon. 

The chairman last night stated that he 
wished to express his appreciation to the 
Service club, the Samuel Frye club, and to the 
Townsman for its editorials.
